The Viceroy indeed, puta 
more favourble Conttruttion upon this Event; and was 
even of Opinion, thar the Contequence would undoubre 
edly cura tu the Advantage of Spain. He luppofed the 
People were fO wholly taken up in wreaking their Hae 
tred and their Rage upon the Nobili-y, that they would 
of Courfe drop their firtt Defien, and make no tarrher 
Incroachments upon the Sovercign Authoriry ; and that 
the Rupture, which the Death of Don Pepe Caroff.a woud 
certainly occafion between the Nob.es and the Come 
mons, would reduce them to the Necefliry of chuling the 
King of Spain tor Umpire of theiv Differences ; who had 
been heretofore equally the Averiion of both thefe O:ders 
ot the State.

he declared the Duke of Matalont, an Enemy tothe molt 
faithful Pcople ; promifing a Reward of thirty Thoufand 
Crowns, with the Ranfom of one hundred and fitry 
Ourlaws, for the apprehending of him. As the Fifher- 
man was grown very difiidenr and fufpicious fince the 
late Difcovery of the Confpiracy againit his Perfon, he 
was fully perfuaded that it had been concerted by, or ar 
leaft, carried on with the Confence and Approbarion of 
the Viceroy ; and therefore he determined ro reduce him 
to fuch Streighrs, as fhould at once revenge him, and 
force the Viceroy to accept of whatever Conditions he 
fhould think fit to impofe upon him; bute ar the fame 
Time took ail poifible Precautions, to feveen himfelf 
from the Refenrment and Artihces of the Nobility, a- 
gainit which he thought he conld not be too well forris 
ty’d.

Obfervations on the Uses and Advantages of the 
Night. 


IGHT and Sleep are fo connected, and 

the former fo properly made to bring on the 
lateer, that, whenever we ftand in Need of Repofe, 
we begin it by procuring a Sort of artificial Night to 
Ourlelves. We feek fome fhady lonefome Place, and 
have Recourfe to Curtains and Window. fhutters. 
Our Senfes are never unbent but by the Removal of 
what gives them Agitation ; and it is evidently this 
Service, to which Night is commiffioned and appoint. 
ed. But let usconfider, for a Moment, with what 
a difcreet Caution it difcharges that Duty. 

Night, in ferving Man, does not tie him up ex- 
actly to any precife Moment; it Gomes not in a 
blunt and abrupt Manner to extinguifh the Light of 
the Day, and all on a fudden to rob us of the Sight 
of thofe Objects we are intent upon. 

Far, indeed, from coming upon us unawares in the 
Midft of Works or Travels, it advances on the con- 
trary by flow Steps, and only increafes and thickens tts 
Darknefs by Degrees. It permits us to make an 
End of what it is our Intereit to finifh, and does not 
precipitately deny us the Sight of the Goal we ftrive 
at. It is not till after it has decently told us of the 
Neceffity of taking our Reit, that it finally makes an 
End of darkening the whole Face of Nature. 

During all the Time of Man’s Repofe, WNioht, 
for his Sake, hufhes every Noife, keeps off all gla- 
ring Lights, and whatever might too itrongly affect 
him. It, indeed, fuffers a few Animals, whofe grim 
Alpeét might fcare him, while he is at Work, to go 
forth under Favour of its Darkneis, and filently feck 
their Food in the abandoned Fields. It affords thefe 
voracious Creatures Means of coming to clear his 
Abode of whatever might infeft it, and even of ta- 
king from him fuch Things as are by him too care- 
lefly guarded. 

It permits, however, the Animal that ftands Cen- 
try by him to give him Notice of what concerns 
him, while it impofes Silence on every other Crea- 
ture. It keeps the Herfe, the Ox, and all his other 
Domefticks fait afleep around him. It difperfes the 
Birds, and fends‘each of them to his refpective Abode. 
As it comes on, it gradually hufhes the Winds that 
difturb the Atmofphere. It evidently 1s commiffioned 
to fecure the Lord jof Nature’s Reit. Ist caufes his 
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Repofe to be reverenced every where, the Moment 
of which is no fooner come, but all Tumults ceafe ; 
all Creatures retire, and, for feveral Hours together, 
ar. univerfal Silence reigns throughout his Habitation. 
Nor yet does Nature’s Palace remain wholly void 

of Light. For as thofe, who inhabit it, might per- 
chance be inclined to prolong their Works or Jour- 
nies during the Night itfelf, feveral Flambeaux fcac- 
tered in the Firmament ftill guide their Steps; but 
thefe Lights, which were granted that they might 
not be lefe in total Darknefs, yield but a gentle, and 
not very brilliant Light. It would have been neither 
proper, nor juit, to fupply thofe that wake with fuch 

a Sight as might interrupt the Repofe of others. 

When the Abfence of the Moon, or the Thicknefs 

of the Air, takes from-us the Light we ftand in Need 

of, we are always Matters of procuring it to Our- 

felves. We find the Principle of it in the Bowels of 

Hiints, and ats Fuel in the Wood, the Oil, the Fat 
of Animals, the Wax, which Bees collect from 
flowers, and in the vegative Tallow that may be 
crawn from teveral Plants. But the no€turnal Light 
ferves us very Citterently from that of the sun. ‘The 
latter invites us, it warms us, it prefles us, it fends us 
to Work. On the contrary, the Fire we light coes 
not come of itsown Accord, but Rays for our Orders. 
Nay, we cannot come at it without fome Toil, nor 
heep at without Care. That borrowed Lipzht 1s al 
ways ready to Cifappear; it feems to be miplaced, 
aud even loth te dilturb the Rep

Am forry to find, every Day, fo much Reafon 

Re) complain of my Motto. How much Evil, 
‘od Mifery, may be prevented by proper Care, and 
sow rarely are any Remedies found for bad Habits, 
or moral Evils, efpecially where the Giant Cuftom 
reigns with arbitrary Sway ? I have at prefent a la- 
mentable Tranfgreflion in my View: The frequent 
ond dreaiful Misfortunes occafioned by the Cuitom 
of Duelling, muft excite the deepeft Concern in every 
Brealt warmed with Sentiments of Humanity. This is 
a mott ferious Affair; it claims the Wifdom of the 
Moralift, to enforce all Arguments againit fuch a 
pernicious Practice ; it is worthy the Attention of the 
Legillator, to find out fome effectual Means for the 
Prevention of fuch an atrotious Evil; for while 
Men have no reftrictive Injunctions, by any Law, 
from the overt Act, they will not confider the Con- 
fequences of this Outrage. Many unanfwerable Ar- 
gunents, many pathenc Expoftulations, have been 
publifhed againit this unjzuft, this illegal Cuftom ; 
but the Remonitrance is immaterial, while the Law 
contiders the Fact only confequentially, and does not 
rezard the Prevention of it. As the Cafe ftands now, 
tvo Gendemen guarrel, diaw their Swords, and at- 
tack each other, without any Apprehention of being 
brovgit beiore a Court of Jultice, except one of them 
fiould be kiltd: And if one fhould be flain, there 
are many Circuinttances to make it only Manflaugh- 
ict; befides, if the Survivor be found guilty of Mur- 
cer upon his Trial, yet, if he is a Gentleman, and 

intereit, he may efcape with Impunty. but if 
tie very Act of Duelling were more etiectually pro- 
jioited, without confidering the Confequences of, or 
wvestou, Tam perfuaded that Gentlemen would 
cirain their Tem ry. 1 do not fay that the Pa- 
niiment fhould be Capital ; in my Opinion, it ought 
not, except in the Cate of Murder. 1 fhail not pre-

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vocation. But if any Means could be thought of 
(and furely fome might be contrived by the Wifdom 
of a Nation) to make the Practice infamous, the 
Pride of Gentlemen would not fuffer them to be fo 
fond of it; and this would not be efteemed any Teit 
of Courage. Now this may be done, as there is 
nothing in the Reafon and Fitnefs of Things to fup- 
port the Reputation of this Practice; becaufe it is 
contrary to the natural Principles of Juftice and Hu- 
manity : The Reputation of it depends only upon 
Cuttom, and this Cuftom prevails only thro’ Impunity. 
The Thing tielf is wrong, and incapable of a rati- 
onal or moral Detence. If it were right, no Penal- 
ties could make it infamous; The moral Rectitude of 
the Action would appear, notwithitanding the Pu- 
nifhment of it. I am fenfible, indecd, that Perfous 
of the beit Principles, and nobleft Refolutions, may 
be brought into Contempt with the Vulgar, or with 
Bigots incapable of rational Conviction, by Artifice 
and Clamour of a wicked Party, or thro’ oppreflive 
Power: Yet the Rectitude of their AGtions will be 
diicern’d, by proper and impartial Judges, and their 
Reputation will be acknowledged. In a free Coun- 
try, Men will {peak freely ; and, becaufe they have 
the Liberty of declaring their Sentiments, they will 
exercife their Reafon in freer Di{quifitions, and to 
greater Advantage. Therefore, if the Thing be right, 
it will be impoflible to make it appear otherwife, tho' 
the Law fhould declare it infamous: But where it is 
wrong, unjuft, and contrary to the Laws of Na&ture, 
I apprehend the falfe Reputation of it will eafily be 
blaited by the legiflative Brand. One Motive, and, 
perhaps, the chief Inducementto comply with the Cu- 
ftom of Duelling, will be taken away; and this is 
Neceility, which has prevail’d fo far, that a Perfon 
in a military Situation, efpecially, is deem’d to for- 
feit his Honour by refufing a Challenge. ‘That this 
has no Reafon to fupport it, is evident from Fact in 
the French Army, where Duelling is not permitted, 
and no Oflicer would incur any Centure by declining 
this kind of Combat; nor would our Officers be any 
more liable to Reproach than the French, for retu- 
finz a Challenge, if the civil or military Law effica- 
cioufly prohibited Duelling. I with thefe Mints, or 
any elfe, which you have to offer upon this Subj ct, 
may be of Service towards the Prevenuon of this fa- 
fhionable Mifchief. It isa Subject worthy the Con- 
fideration of every Patriot; and it 1s an imporiant 
Point of Juilice, which every Perfon, ina legiilative 
Capacity owes to his Country, to endeavour, as far 
as he can, to deprive Men of the Liberty of detlroy- 
ing one another.

And, in leu thereof, an additional Duty of Twenty 
Shilling per Annum is granted to his Majefty, to 
commence from Lady-Day i752, to be paid by all 
Perfons taking out Licences to fell Spirituous Liquors 
by retail. 

Juttices of the Peace are impower'd to convict Per- 
fons felling Spirituous Liquors without a Licence, and 
recover Penalties within the Limits of the Head Office 
of Excife in London, as well as the Commiflioners of 
Excile, who are not to mitigate any Penalty to a lefs 
Sum than 51}. 

No Perfon, after the ft of July, 1751, isto fell 
any Spirituous Liquors, within the Limits aforefaid, 
unlefs he rents a Houfe of 101. a Year, nor in any 
other Part of the Kingdom, unlefs fuch Perfon pays 
to the Rates to the Church and Poor in the Parith 
where he lives. 

All Peafons felling Spirituous Liquors after the 1f 
of July, 1751, without a Licence, are for the firit 
Offence to be fubjeét to all the Penalties now impos’d 
by Law, and all the Spirituous Liquors found in their 
(ultody within three Kalender Months after may be 

leiz'd and deltroy’d ; and for the fecond Offence {uch 
Perfons to be committed to the Houle of Correction, 
and kept to hard Labour for any ‘Time not exceed- 
mg three Months, and be whipt if Juttices think ft ; 
and for the third Otfence they are to be trantported 
tor feven Years. 

The Commiffioners of Excife, and Juttices of the 
Peace, within their refpectve Jurifdictions, may, up- 
on Oath made betore them, grant Warrants to any 
Peace or Parifh Otheer to fearch any Houle or Place, 
where any Offences are {worn to be commited, and, 
if need be, to break open Doors, and feize all Spiri- 
tuous Liquors there found, and ttave and dettroy the 
fame. 

Dittillers or other Perfons felling Spirituous Li- 
quors after the 1ft of July, 1751, to any Perion to 
be unlawfully fold, or to any unlicenfed Retailer 
thereof, are to forfeit 101. and treble the Value of 
the Liquors fold. And if the Perion to whom the 
faine 1s fold fhall profecute fuch Perfon for fuch Of- 
fence, he fhall be entitled to a Share of the Penalty, 
and be alfo indemnified againft all Penalties and For- 
feitures incurr’d by him, tor felfrg {pirituous Liquors 
without a Licence, before the Commencement of 
juch Profecution 


No Perfon fhall, after the 1 of July, 1751, ree 
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cover any Debt contraéted for Spirituous Liquors, 
unlefs contracted at one Time to the amount of 25. 
or upwards; nor fhall any Item be allowed in any 
Account for fuch Liquors, where the Liquors de. 
livered at one Time fhall not amount to 20s. at the 
leatt. P 

if any Retailers of Spirituous Liquors with or 
without a Licence, fhall, after the 1{t of July, 1751, 
receive or take any Pledge or Pawn by Way of Se 
curity for Payment of any Sum of Money Owing for 
fuch Liquors, they fhall forteit 40s. for fuch Of. 
fence ; and the Owners of iuch Pledge or Pawns may 
recover the fame, or the Value thereof. 

No Licence is to be granted, after July r, 1751, 
for felling Spirituous Liquors in any Goal, Prifon, 
Houfe of Correction, Workhoute, or Houle of Ep. 
tertainment for Parifh Poor: Nor fhall any Goaler, 
Keeper, or Officer of any of the faid Places, fell, or 
permit any Spirituous Liquors to be fold therein, on 
Pain of forfeiting, for the firft Offence, the Sum 
of 100]. and for the fecond Offence his Office or 
Place. 

Juftices of the Peace are empower’d, upon Infor- 
mation upon Oath, to enter and fearch, or to au- 
thorize any Peace Officer to fearch any of the faid 
Goals or other Places, and, if any Spirituous Li- 
quors are found therein, to feize and deftroy the 
fame.
